When the closing arguments were 


made late yesterday 
afternoon Silas 


Menzie, attorney for 
the defendant, 


made a plea that drew moisture to the 
eyes of the twelve men in the jury box. 
He had but slim facts to work with, but 
•with sympathy as his weapon he roused 
not only the jurymen but the spectators. 
He showed how the vile serpent had en- 
tered the Gunderson home, and had 
brought ruin on a poor innocent girl, 
while the really guilty person had es- 
caped. He told of how the eighty four- 
year-old mother of the defendant does 
not to this day know o£ her daughter's 
arrest for fear the shock would lull her, 
as she is troubled with heart disease.

The colony should be a state 
where all political offices should be hek 
by negroes and where nil trades and pro 
fessions would be open to the colorec 
man. In return for these advantage? 
the negro should give" up hia right to 
vote in every state but his own. 
The 


men of the north are responsible for the 
existence ot the question. 
Let them 


think earnestly about it and be prepared 
to act when the time for action shall 
come. 
Naturally the lecturer's views aroused 


some controversy. Some who disagreed 
with him were Riven the. privilege of ask- 
ing him questions bearing upon the 
subject, and those he answered as fully 
us lie might.
